Various changes have occurred of late 
which may -have an important effect on 
British policy in the future. First, the 
increase of lawlessness all over the 
south. Every foreign resident agrees 
that, since the advent of the constitu- 
tion, the state of Persia has gone from 
bad to worse. During the last five vears 
the risk from robbery on the highroad 
has been trebled, and if the condition of 
the country does not improve of itself, 


--and if the British government adheres to 


its policy of non-interference, a climax 
will be reached when it will not pay 
British firms to carry on business, and 
they must, perforce, leave the country. 
The way will then be open to their Rus- 
sian rivals, and the shadow of the bear 
will creep slowly but steadily towards 
the gulf. 

Second, the decline of British prestige 
already alluded to, by which the work of 
consular officers is rendered much more 
difficult, and less effective. 

Third, the increase of British interests 
in Southern Persia, as a result of the 
policy of the British government, 
whereby the possible claims of other 
countries to concessioné in the neutral 
sphere have been forestalled by Great 
Britain. 

This increase of British interests will. 
naturally, make it still more incumbent 
on Great Britain to see that order is 
maintained within the sphere of these in- 
terests. A government cannot have. 
commercially, a forward policy, and, po- 
litically, a retrograde one, The two 
must move in the same direction. 
whether backward or forward, and un- 
less the condition of Persia improves in 
the near future, Britain must he pre- 


pared to support her interests by armed 


intervention, or wash her hands of 
Southern Persia altogether, and see it 
slowly become a Russian province. 
Either course of action is fraught with 
the gravest dangers, and must, at the 
best, be but a choice of evils. At the 
same time any third course of com- 
promise, of half measures, or tentative 
advances oniy to be followed by ultimate 
retreats, will have far worse conse- 
quences than either, Only if the condi- 
tion of the country shows a real and de-

COMPLETION IS NEAR 


WASHINGTON President AVilson 
Sopes to sign the tariff bill this week. 
This was made public today, fol- 
lowing a conference between the Presi- 
dent and Senators Simmons and Hoke 
Smith of the finance committee. The

QUINCY, Mass.—Preparatory to mak- 
ing her initial voyage to San Francisco 
to enter the oil-carrying trade, the new 
tank steamer Richmond, the largest of 
her kind afloat, built by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation for the Stan- 
dard Oil Company, will leave the yards 
of the builders this afternoon for Nan- 
tasket roads.

DYER TOUCHES UP FADED FURS 


Skilful work makes them look like new ones 


R dyers are among the busy people 

this fall who are trying to supply 
the demands of the trade for the numer. 
ous dyed furs which @re 60 popular. 
Moleskins have come into prominence 
not only in the natural color, but they 
are dyed in shades of purple, green and 
brown, and are used extensively for 
millinery. 

Russian squirre] skins are transformed 
by the dyers’ art to resemble very close- 
ly the ever popular but expensive chin- 
chilla. The long hairs are removed from 
the skins and the dyeing process is 80 
perfect that it is difficult to detect the 
imitation which sells for one fourth the 
price of the genuine chinchilla. It is 
claimed that the squirrel wears better 
and will keep its color longer than the 
chinchilla. The name which is given to 
this imitation is “chinola,” and it is used 
in the same way as chinchilla, for coats, 
muffs and scarfs. 

Not only is the dyer an important fig- 
ure in the preparation of imitation furs, 


but he has the ability of touching up old | 


look much like new. A mink set which 
had seen several seasons’ wear and had 
become faded in the sun was taken to a

WINTER’S STORE IN THE CELLAR 


How best to keep fruits and vegetables 


[* order to prolong the benefits of the 

summer garden into the winter 
months the house cellar should te 
equipped with good, fairly well-insulated 
partitions. The attempt, rather fre- 


quently made, to use one single cellar 
room for furnace, for laundry, for car- 
penter shop, and for fruit and vegetable 
storage is bound to be a highly qualified 
success. That is, unless it proves to be 
a dismal failure, says the Woman's 
Home Companion. There should, in fact, 
be two quite separate storage rooms for 
the accommodation of the garden prod- 
ucts. The lack of this division and the 


lifie sources of disappointment. 

Where the two rooms can be provided, 
one should be kept considerably colder 
than the other. The cooler room will be 
for the apples and the pears; and if 
cabbage is to be kept in the house cel- 
lama doubtful practise—it will require 
the same temperature as the apples. 
These products should be kept as near 
the freezing point as it is possible to run 
without actually going below it. Im the 
cellar this low temperature is secured by 
leaving the windows open on cold nights 
and closing them tightly mornings. This 
practise should be carefully followed un- 
til there is real danger of freezing the 
fruit; and it is to be remembered that 
apples will stand a temperature of 30 
degrees for several days without in- 
jury, providing the temperature does not 
fluctuate. 

The warmer cellar should have a tem- 
perature around 40 degrees. It will serve 
for keeping the potatoes. In this room 
will be placed nearly all the other vege- 
tables. Even the cabbage and the celery 
can usually be most practicably lodged 
here. The potatoes should be stored in 
barrels or bushel boxes, and if some dry 


road dust or coal ashes are sifted in 


with them as they are put into these 
receptacies it will be a great assistance 
in keeping them in good condition. This 
same method is especially recommended 
for sweet potatoes, and is good for car- 
rots, beefs, salsify, and practically all 
root crops. The celery should be stored 


on the floor of the cellar, the roots firm- 


ly buried in moist earth or sand. The 


squashes and the pumpkins—never to be 
overlooked—should be laid on shelves. 


In all cases it is better to leave fruits 


and vegetables pretty much alone during 


the storage period. If apples are not 
keeping well they will only keep worse 
for handling and sorting.

MAKING WORK IN KITCHEN EASY’ 


Waxed papers and newspapers serve in many ways 


@ 


HEN arranging the kitchen the 
idea should be to make the work as 
simple and easy as possible. The first 
step in this direction is to procure the 
utensils that will help to do the work in 


the most successful manner, and thus 
obtain the best results, says a Chicago 
Record Herald writer. 

When buying uteusils consider the uses 
to which each article is to be put, and 
buy the best of its kind. Look each 
utensil over and see if it is well enough 
made to be durable, if it is convenient 
to handle, and if it is easy to clean. The 
frying pan is now made of steel] and, 
with little care, can be kept smooth. The 
ones with a lip on either side are the best 
to buy as either hand can be used when 
emptying the contents. 

There is much discussion as to thé rel- 
ative value of aluminum and enameled 
ware. Both have their advantages. The 
aluminum ware is coming more and more 
into use. 

There are many ways in which paper 
can be used in the kitchen, making for 
better sanitation and saving of work. 
No kitchen is well equipped that has not 
a roll of heavy absorbent paper. It can 
be used for cutting bread and cake on, 
and for breading articles to be fried, and 
in many other ways. It saves using 
boards that are hard to keep sweet and 
clean. 

By securely wrapping cake and bread 
in waxed paper they can both be kept in 
the same receptacle, and neither will be 
affected by the odor of the other. Waxed 
paper is most useful for covering food 
when placing it in the refrigerator. Bacon, 
salt pork and cheese thus protected will 
not impart a taste to the other articles 
in the refrigerator, and many other uses 
for it will be found. 

Tissue and other soft papers that come 


in boxes and around packages should be 
kept in a bag hung inside the pantry 
door, or in some other place easy of ac- 
cess, to be used to clean greasy cooking 
dishes, before putting them into the dish- 
water; or for wiping up grease that has 
been dropped on the floor. If the gar- 
bage is wrapped in pieces of paper before 
putting in the garbage pail it will be 
found that it is an easy and a clean job 


to keep the pail in a sweet, sanitary 
condition. 

Another saving device is to keep old 
stocking legs and pieces of knit under- 
wear in a bag near at hand to use where 
a moist cloth is necessary and paper will 
not do the work. After using once throw 
into the waste basket, the contents of 
which should be disposed of each day. A 
soft piece of cloth moiatened with kero- 
sene is the best stove cleaner possible. 

When work is planned and systema- 
tized much time and strength are saved. 
Much wearisome detail can be eliminated; 
if work is dovetailed together so that 
no time need be wasted; and also by 
quickly deciding as to what is the next 
thing in importance to do. For instance, 
if, when preparing the breakfast, which 
in most families is quite a simple meal, 
an inventory is taken of the contents of | 
the refrigerator and pantry, so that the; 
menus for the day may be planned ear- 
ly, then the orders for market and gro- 
cer may be made out. 

A great help is to have a set of menus 
made out for the different seasons of the 
year, arranged not as menus for the 
day, but for spring, summer, autump 
and winter breakfasts, luncheons and 
dinners. 

All leftovers should be utilized each 
day, as food rapidly deteriorates after it 
is cooked.

OFFICIALS PLEASED 


WASHINGTON—Provisional President 
Huerta’s statement in Mexico City that 
“it would be an anomaly for the gov- 
ernment to have a eandidate” is taken 
here as a declaration that he will not be 
a candidate himself in the coming elec- 
tions. 

The tenor of Sr. Huerta’s remarks— 
that his government would maintain an 
attitude of “absolute impartiality’’-- 
was interpreted by many officials as a 
general compliance, morally, at least, in 
the proposals mede by John Lind for 
the elimination of Huefta and the hold- 
ing of a fair election. 

The general feeling is that these prom- 
ises, if carried out, mean the elimination 
not only of Sr. Huerta, but of Federico 
Gamboa, Mexican foreign minister. There 
is a growing tendency in Europe, from 
information received ia Washington, to 
act hereafter in accord with the United 
States, awaiting her action before ex- 
tending recognition to the government 
resulting from the next election. 

The government is taking more than 
& passive interest in the developments in 
Mexico City during the last few daya, 
chief among which has been the defiant 
opposition by a majority of the Mexican 
Congress to the appointment of Eduardo 
Tamariz of the Catholic party to the min- 
istry of public instruction.

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EDUCATION OF ALIENS PLANNED 


Library Commissioners’ Director 
Begins Work of Bringing New- 
comers in Closer Touch With 
U. S. History, Laws, Customs 


SITUATION IS STUDIED 


_ 


NTEREST’ of librarians throughout 
the country is likely to be focused 
the coming year on Massachusetts, 
which is the first state to have an 
act passed by the Legislature authorizing 
the appointment by the board of free 
public library commissioners of a direc- 
tor of educational work for aliens. 
Massachusetts is to be congratulated, 
says Charles D. Belden, chairman of the 
commission, on having a Governor and 
Legislature who gave their hearty sup-

port to the bill, and it is further to be 


congratulated on having secured for the | 


position Miss J. Maud Campbell, for- | 
merly librarjan at Passaic, N. J., and 
lately field secretary in New York of the 
North American Civic League for Immi- 
grants. 

Miss Campbell is entering upon the 
Work with an enthusiasm born of the 
conviction that the opportunities for prac- 
tical service to the commonwealth which 
_lies before the librarians of the state in 
their dealings with immigrants can 
scarcely be estimated. All that they 
need is to get started aright and to be 
guided. Hitherto, while many librarians 
have clearly seen that something definite 
should be done to make the public li- 
brary of more real service to aliens, 
and while they have earnestly desired 
to render that service, they -have felt 
helpless as to how to proceed. Now they 
are to have the advice of Miss Campbell 


who already has outlined a comprehen- 


sive program which will not only facili- 
tate the work of librarians in ‘meeting | 
into | 


the situation but which will call 
- line the interests of trustees, employers 
of labor, pariotic and civic organiza- 
' tions, and the foreign press. 


Conditions Studied 


Miss Campbell's first work will be to 
get a clear idea of the alien situation in 
all parts of the state. To do this she has 
begun to attend meetings of library clubs 
. to present there an outline of what she 
plans to do and to secure from librarians 
an account of the special needs of their 
own communities. It is obvious’ that 


before the agent can proceed very far in| 
assisting librarians she must first know | 


with what nationalities each librarian has 
to dea], the proportion of each, what the 
response on the part of the aliens to the 
library has hitherto been and what the| 
difficulties of the librarian have been in| 
trying to reach them. 

Besides meeting library clubs one of 
the first things Miss Campbell is to do is 
to meet patriotic societies, civic organi- | 
zations and women’s clubs and present to 
them the plans of the commission. She 
will urge them to make a survey of 
their own community, if they are un- 
acquainted with its condition as regards 
the alien population, showing the neces- 
sity for such surveys as a basis of pro- 
cedure for intelligent work on the part 
pf the library commission. 


There is still another, problem which 


Mise Campbell is planning to lay before 
patriotic and civic organizations with a 


request for their aid. Onc of the greatest 
drawbacks for successful work with | 
adult immigrants is the lack of read- 
able books upon the history, laws 
and customs of the United States writ- 
ten in the language of candidates for 
citizenship. There are such books 
aplenty in English but very few in other 
languages, an exception being John Fos- 
ter Carr’s “Guide to Immigrants,” which, 
however, is a Baedecker rather than a 
book of entertaining reading. 


If the histary of the growth and prog- 
ress of this country is to be told to 
aliens, it should be done, Miss Campbell 
believes, by those whose interest and 
pride in its accomplishment is greatest, 
not left to aliens to interpret to their 
countrymen. Hence Miss Campbell, will 
endeavor to interest patriotic societies 
to supply the funds to get such books 
written and published. Librarians know 
only too well, she declares, how often 
requests come in for short American his- 
tories in Italian, Polish, Bohemian, etc., 
and what a disappointment it is to the 
alien to be told that no such book is in 
the library. 


Societies to Help 


It is Miss Campbell’s idea that patri- 
otic societies can do nothing better for 
their country than see to it that new- 
comers to the United States are supplied 
in their own language with readable his- 
tories and interesting biographies relat- 
ing to America and its great men. To 
insist that they shali learn English first 
is to insist on more than the average 
American would wish to do if he went 
to another country and wished to read 
its history. Moreover, some knowledge 
of American history is essential before 
an alien can become an American citi- 
zen. Give him a chance to get that 
knowledge a5 s0On a5 possible, Miss 
Campbell says, withont making him 
wait till he can spell it out word by 
word in a new language. 

Visits are to be made to employers | 
of labor to arouse their interest in the 
need and desirability of offering educa. 
tional assistance to the foreign speaking | 
population. They wil! be asked to post 
lista of books in foreign languages ang 
simple English that can be found at the 
public library, and to put similar lists in 


the pay envelopes 
it seems feasible they will be asked to 
have small libraries of their own where 
their employees may obtain foreign 
books and simple books in English. 
Another feature of Miss Campbell's 
work will be to advise librarians as to 


In some cases where. 


the selection, purchase and cataloguing 
of foreign books, showing them bow they 


may get hold of the aliens by choosing 
such books wisely. The aim wil] be to 
establish a point of contact with each 
race by appealing to national pride. This 
means, for example, that if a library is 
to reach Italians it must of course con- 
tain copies of Dante, and as there are 
thousands of editions of Dante, the point 
must be made to select an edition that 
has the approval of such an organization 
as the Dante Alighieri Society, for 
instance. If a library js to reach the; 
Polish people it must by all means con- 
tain the great literature of that nation- 
ality. 


The commission through its agent also 
will compile for the use cf librarians 
lists of approved books in other lan- 
guages with English annotations for the 
guidance of librarians when purchasing. 
Some such lists have been compiled by 
the American Library Association but 
are too long for practical use in small 
libraries. Miss Campbell, likewise, will 
compile lists of simple English books 
such as will be likely to stimulate the 
interest of aliens in our language, laws 
and history. 

An endeavor will be made to bring 
about cooperation between libraries and 
evening classes for aliens. Those in 
charge of such classes will be made to 
fee] that they can apply to the com- 
mission for advice regarding choice of 
text-books, and be allowed to draw from 
the libraries collections of books to be 
used for supplementary reading by the 
pupils. 

Miss Campbell is to superintend the 
sending out of the commission’s travel-

ing libraries in other languages with a 
view to supplying different districts with 
the books that will be most useful ac- 
cording to the nature of the community. 
By this means aliens who are not within 
convenient reach of a public library will 
be able to obtain such books as will] ap- 
peal to them especially. 

One of the most important bits of 
work to be undertaken is the utilizing 
of the press of other tongues than Eng- 
lish as a means of giving aliens infor- 
mation regarding what the public library | —— 
has to offer them. Miss Campbell al- 
ready has a list of 60 such papers pub- 
lished in Massachusetts, and she says that 
her experience has been that the press is 
very glad to print book lists and notices 
sent in by libraries, and that here at our 
very doors is a wonderful opportunity to 
make friends with aliens and get them 
interested in the public library. Too 
often they feel that the library is not 
for them. This false idea can be cor- 
rected through a systematic use of the 
foreign press. 


As for the American, so for the aliens, 
the public library must take the place 
of the school for those over school 
age. In view of the fact that the ma- 
jority of aliens who come to the United 
States are over schoo] age, the responsi- 
bility which lies upon the public libraries 
in Massachusetts is, as Miss Campbell 
points out, tremendous. To help the li- 
braries meet this responsibility in the 
most satisfactory way is the task which 
the library commission has voluntarily 
taken upon itself and to which, through 
the service of its agent, it will bend a 
great part of its energy throughout the 
coming year.

his athletic ability are questionable. Such 
player shall be reserved as “disabled,” 
but shall not count in his team’s limit. 
The commission also handed down a 
finding in which it allowed the claim of 
the Pittsburgh club for $591 against the 
Wheeling Exhibition Company, operating 
the Wheeling club of the Central league, 


Albion and Bradford City.

United States thought permanently settled, 
are being renewed. The race question, for 
instance, does not seem to have been settled 
by the war of '61 or by the war amendments 
to the constitution. The old issue of the 
nation vs. the states is arising in new forms. 
Nor are all the revivals in the domain of 
politics. Pagan and humanistic theories of 
life and living, such as the Christian and Puritan pioneers of the 
nation hoped never would flourish in America, now find bold cham- 
pionship in print, on the street, at the play. 

Proof that vigilance is the price of stability and constancy, in 
fundamentals of national finance, has just been given at Washington 
in connection with enactment by the House of the Glass currency 
bill in a form that puts beyond peradventure adherence of the 
nation to a gold monetary standard. Analysis of the votes hostile 
to such an explanatory and reassuring amendment indicates a sur- 
vival, in the South and West, of elements of the electorate that are 
in no way changed by the teachings of history since the issue was 
fought out squarely and defined in statutory terms in March, 1900. 
But the majority favorable to the declaratory amendment just passed 
by the House was so large that any solicitude respecting the imme- 
diate future will soon pass. Memory of the past and of the adverse 
effect upon business and credit of uncertainty as to national stand- 
ards which existed during the last quarter of the nineteenth century 
evidently is still fresh and green. ‘‘Clamant new problems are call- 
ing for solution; why reopen one that seems to have been settled 
right ?’’—thus, no doubt, argued some legislators too young in years 
to have passed through the fires of the campaigns when Mr. Bryan 
was the storm center of controversy. 

The Senate is likely to subject the currency bill of the House 
to greater alteration and amendment than it put upon the tariff bill. 
Consequently, if passed this session, the law will doubtless be more 
moderate in terms than the radicals of the country would like. What 
will be the final form, after conferences of the two chambers, it is 
the better part of discretion to avoid predicting. But one point is 
clear: the primacy of gold is to be reafhrmed. 
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attention of shipbuilders on the Atlantic coast and on the Great lakes, 
according to Winthrop L. Marvin, a writer, has been centered for 
months past upon the construction of sea-going vessels for trade 
through the canal. One company alone—the American-Hawaitian 
—has announced through its vice-president that it will have ready 
a fleet of twenty-six steamers for interoceanic traffic as soon as the 
canal is open for business. 

But Mr. Marvin touches upon a phase of the subject that will 
be new to many readers. He holds, for instance, that all the ves- 
sels now or hereafter to be constructed in American shipyards tor 
coast-to-coast traffic through the canal, are sure to be vessels of a 
size and general type that would fit them for auxiliary naval service. 
Whether this is so designedly or only accidentally he does not say. 
The probabilities are that the Panama canal traffic simply happens 
to demand construction of the kind that a naval authority finds 
adaptable to the service named. 

The American people are turning their gaze steadfastly away 
from the military and naval possibilities of the canal and toward 
the development of friendly international relations which are assured 
by freer communication between the two great oceans and their 
bordering. civilizations. While Americans are not ignorant of, or 
oblivious to, the present need of ordinary safeguards, they are 
opposed to giving the necessity for rational precautions a place of 
paramount importance. It might be said with truth and force that 
‘here is to them greater promise of protection for legitimate interests, 
at home and abroad, in the adjustment of the world’s shipping to 
the new highway purely in the interest of commerce, than in any 
plans that have been or may be undertaken with the view of employ- 
ing the canal for military or naval purposes. This is equivalent to 
saying, what is a fact, that popular opinion in the United States 
iooks to full, fair and friendly intercourse between the nations as 
constituting, for the Panama canal, its strongest defense. 
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baron. In theory, it means a general readi- || 
ness for war, instead of a general unreadi- || 
ness; in practise, it means nation answering | 
nation by an increase of war estimates, with 
the result that the relationship of their military strength to one 
another is left unaltered. Already it has been seen what this means 
in the Balkans. If the late allies had not been so prepared for war, 
they would never have sought peace by attacking Turkey; and if 
they had not attacked Turkey, they would not have fallen out among 
themselves. 

The next stage of development is the preparation which is being 
made on all sides for those coming events which are casting their 
shadows before. Bulgaria, crushed by her allies and the Turk, 
weighted with a load of debt incurred in the last war, vehemently 
announces her determination of arming for her revenge. Macedonia 
is to be her Lorraine, Adrianople her Strasburg, and so, to preserve 
peace, Greece, Servia and Turkey are already busy preparing for 
war. From a purely military point of view, the fact which perhaps 
emerged with the utmost clarity during the Balkan struggle was the 
superiority of the Servian artillery. So it comes about that the gov- 
ernment in Belgrade has already invited the great Creusot firm to 
build a factory in Servia, and the town of Kraguievatz has been 
niarked out as the site of the new industry. With a burden of debt 
amounting to about one sixth of her pre-war budget, Servia is pre- 
paring, with the help of a French firm, to raise loans, much of which 
will be expended in this factory. 

The position of Turkey is very similar. Adrianople has already 
been converted into a fortress at least twice as strong as when the 
war broke out, and on it rests a field army, equipped and provided 
as probably no Turkish army has ever been equipped or provided 
before. Where the money has come from, it is not Turkey’s busi- 
ness to divulge; but any one who knows anything of the inner work- 
ings of the arms firms can perhaps make a tolerably shrewd guess. 
In the case of Greece, the outlook is perhaps even more serious. To 
an extended land frontier which will demand the services of a 
great army, is added an extent of coast and a mass of islands which 
will require the presence of a fleet. Already preparations are being 
made for supplying both of these. -The Tyne and the Clyde will 
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probably ring, in the immediate future, with the hammers of men 
making the ships which are to represent the new Greece. It is well, 
therefore, for the government at Athens that it has emerged from 
the struggle less crippled than any of its neighbors, so that it, too, 
may show how, by preparing for war, you preserve peace.

products than the party of the opposition, the 
fact is that the chief champions of a reasonable policy in this par- 
ticular contest have been Senators Lodge and Root, who, by sheer 
intellectual domination of the situation and by massing of facts, have 
forced retreat on the part of legislators whose knowledge of and 
interest in esthetics may not be so cOnspicuous as some other of their 
personal accomplishments. 

From American creators of artistic works there is practically 
no demand tor anything like “protection.”” But from middlemen 
who, either as reproducers of works of art, or as venders, profit by 
their function as next between artists and buyers, there is pressure 
ol a kind that broad-minded tariff makers are fully aware of and 
know how to resist. But it is when this intrusion of the distinctly 
commercial motive happens to coincide with, and be backed up by, 
pressure of another kind, based on unreasoning hatred of art as a 
iuxury of the rich and as a manifestation of culture which it is the 
duty of real “democrats” to oppose at every opportunity, that Con- 
gress begins to plan art schedules that are as silly as they are selfish. 
Had the schedules as framed by the Senate been retained, the whole 
movement of works of art from Europe and from Asia, which is 
so swiftly enriching American public and private museums and 
private collections with masterpieces, would have been checked. 

Fortunately, intelligence has come to the rescue where taste 
was impotent.

It will 
not be difficult for the reader in any part of the country, or in any 
part of the world, to call to mind towns and cities which hang in 
listless and apparently hopeless dependence upon the fringe of metro- 
politan centers. Their people, for the most part, have little con- 
cern in local progress or welfare. They go to the larger cities to 
nave their wants supplied. . Their interests, seemingly, are all iden- 
tified with the big city hard by, rather than with the community in 
which they live and rear their families. 

Chester, perhaps, has not fallen as deeply into this rut as some 
others, but from the fact that its Board of Trade and its clubwomen 
see the necessity of doing something to center local thought upon 
local interests, it must be the case that the tendency of the com- 
munity has been in the direction of the rut. At all events the 
energies of the members of the Board of Trade and of the women s 
clubs are now directed toward awakening Chester to a proper sense 
of its opportunities, which is another way of saying that they are 
directed toward the cultivation of civic pride. As one of the first 
and most essential steps in this direction, the business men of the 
city are being urged, and encouraged, to make the business district 
and the business houses more attractive. Home shopping is to be 
promoted, but the home shops must offer inducements. They must 
put in better stocks, they must decorate their windows more attrac- 
tively, they must make it an object and a pleasure for the residents 
of the city to shop in the city. 

Herein lies a hint for hundreds of dull communities—for hun- 
dreds of communities. that have seen trafie which legitimately 
belongs to them turned into the streams that flow toward the big 
city. They have been too ready to blame their own people for 
taking their patronage to strangers, too ready to attribute the decay 
of local trade to causes beyond local control. The truth, in most 
cases, is that the town and small city merchants have surrendered 
altogether too early to the metropolitan competitor. They have 
taken the big city trend for granted, have viewed it as inevitable, 
have allowed their stocks and their stores to run down at the heel, 
and have accepted the consequent dulness and drabness of their 
squares and streets as a normal condition. There is probably not a 
city of Chester’s size in the United States today that might not, by 
adopting the process now in operation there, so rise out of its fatal- 
istic lethargy as to become metamorphosed within a few years. Nor 
would the big city be the loser by the change, for anything that 
tnakes -for activity in the lesser units of the social and commercial 
system must inevitably conduce to the prosperity of the greater. 
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
